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Commission Hears Plea For Funds To 
Build A County Animal Shelter 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 12, at the Courthouse in Elba, 
and told a representative of the 
Coffee County Humane Society that 
there were no funds in the 1984 
budget to help establish a county 
animal shelter. 

Mrs. Caro! Ann Agnew was at 
the bi-monthly meeting and told the 
commission the cost of establishing 
the shelter was not as much as 
originally thought. 

**When I came before you last fall 
I thought it would cost $40,000 to 
build a shelter,"’ said Mrs. Agnew, 
‘but I have found a way to greatly 
cut the cost."’ 

The new, more economical plan 
offered by Mrs. Agnew involved 
purchasing an old building from Ft. 
Rucker and moving it to a site owned 
by the county. The plan would 
require a one-time allocation of 
$10,000 to purchase the building and 
supplies, and then $15,000 annually 
to employ a full-time animal control 
officer. 

‘Il think once we get the shelter 
the citizens of the county can keep it 
going,”’ said Agnew, ‘‘but we need 
the county to help us get started."’ 

Commission chairman Marion 
Brunson told Mrs. Agnew the county 
did not have the money in the budget 
to help at the present time, but did 
praise her for her dedication to the 
Humane Society. 

Mr. Mike ‘Crittendenn spoke to 
the commission about the South East 
Alabama Transit System 
(S.E.A.T.S.), The system now serves 
11 counties and includes 35 vehicles. 

*S.E.A.T.S. is a public service 


for all people,’’ said Crittendenn, 
“and during February it had 1,900 
passenger trips in Coffee County. It 
is of particular use to the elderly and 
handcapped but does serve 
everyone,” 

Before leaving, Crittendenn 
stated the system would be seeking 
local funding in the near future to be 
used to match state funds. 

A short stretch of dirt road that 
has long been a headache for Waylon 
Davis was brought to the attention of 
the commission at the Monday 
meeting. According to Mr. Davis, 
the road and ditches are not kept up, 
which causes major problems to his 
driveway and yard. After a short, but 
active discussion, the commission 
instructed the engineer to get with 
Davis and work out a solution to the 
problem. 

Deputy Sheriff Tom Weeks met 
with the commission concerning an 
unpaid gas bill, only to find out the 
bill was not the source of the 
problem. 

Weeks presented the $170 gas 
bill that was placed on the Sheriff's 
Dept. credit card and asked why it 
had not been paid. 

The commission stated it had not 
authorized any credit cards for any 
county department, and thus, would 
not pay the bill.

Larry Bradford, of Elba Hydro 
Inc., told the council that he didn't 
‘‘low-ball’’ the council to get the 
contract with the intention of coming 
back for a better deal, but lenders 
just wouldn't loan money on the 
contract as it was written, He said 
he was willing to renegotiate the 
contract or step aside if anyone could 
operate under the terms of the old 
contract, 

When asked if he would consider 
a counter-proposal given him by 
the city, Bradford said his 15 percent 
proposal was the very best he could 
offer. 

A discussion between English 
and Bradford on tbe technical 
aspects of the cost of the operation 
being covered in the first 7.1 million 
KWH, and the possibility of paying 
more on the additional generation 
caused some disagreement but 
didn't budge Bradford from his 
original proposal. Later he did agree 
to going back to the 2S percent figure 
for all power generated above 8.5 
million KWH. 

Folsom was asked if he was 
prepared to present a proposal, and 
he said that after four years, he 
didn't know but would get with his 
people and find out. The final 


agreement gave him 90 days to 
present a certified statement by a 
registered engineer that the facility 
could generate the 9 million a 
month that Folsom stated it could do. 
Bradford agreed he would step aside 
and would donate all his current 
investment if such a statement was 
made. The 9 million KWH is more 
than Bradford estimated the facility 
would generate annually. According 
to Councilman Cleo Hawkins, who 
worked at the facility when it was 
formerly in operation, the 7.1 annual 
figure is accurate. 

Ralph Stanford, of the Alabama 
Energy Commission, was present 
and also said the 25 percent figure 
was excessive. He recommended 
changing to the 15 percent. 

Council members agreed to 
reducing the percentage to 15 per- 
cent from the 2S percent original 
figure after modifying the agreement 
to include the increase to 25 percent 
for power generated over 8.5 million 
KWH and also writing in that any 
addition to the three existing 
generators would require renegotiat- 
ing the contract. The motion was 
made by Councilman Sonny Inman, 
seconded by John W. Sharpless. 
Voting yes were Councilman 
Hawkins and Councilwoman Frances 
Trammell, Mayor Bob English voted 
no. 

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $8321.

Rucker Sgt. Jimmy Tucker, in return 
for a portion of her husbands life 
insurance.

AEE 
Knowledge Of Other Languages HelpfulIn Jobs 


Because of the dominant position 
of the United States in world affairs, 
there is at present, and will continue 
to be in the foreseeable future, a 
demand for large numbers of men 
and women who are in command of a 
foreign language. In fact, the field is 
so wide that‘there is room not only 
for the expert with near-native 
competency in several languages, 
but also for the person who has but a 
bowing acquaintance with one 
foreign tongue. However great or 
meager one’s knowledge of a foreign 
language may be, it is a cultural and 
vocational asset. 

There is a wide range of jobs 
open to linguists, extending all the 
way from that of the bilingual 
stenographer or clerk to the highly 
skilled interpreter at the U.N. 
Positions are avilable in the business 
world, teaching and government 
service. 

In order to further realize careers 
which require the study of a foreign 
language, the French Il class 
recently completed their career 
education study. Their findings 
rexealed that in the business world, 
export trade, international advertis- 
ing, and engineering construction in 
foreign countries are the areas where 
knowledge of a language is 
especially useful In government 
available positions are chiefly in the 
foreign service. On the whole. they 
are interesting and remunerative 
and in addition provide opportunities 
for travel. The State Department 
employs many civilians abroad, and 
because of the role of the U.S. in 


world affairs, the need for a large 
staff abroad undoubtedly will 
continue. 

Each student in the class studied 
intensely a career that requires the 
study of a foreign language. The 
careers studied included pharmacy, 
architecture, broadcasting, law and 
medicine. Jn their study, they had to 
write a description of the profession, 
choose a college which offered such a 
study, determine the cost of the 
college education, determine the 
marketability of their profession 
upon the completion of their train- 
ing. and define the projected salary 
for their profession, The students 
did their study in the library with 
many available resources, including 
the Apple computer. 

The study concluded that, 
despite the drop in the number of 
students enrolling in four-year 
colleges. the study of foreign lan- 
guages is still an important field of 
study 

During the last few years the 
outlook for study of foreign 
languages in the United States has 
not been very bright. Enrollments 
dropped drastically, largely because 
colleges and universities dropped 
the foreign language requirement for 
admission and for degrees. The 
situation became so alarming that it 
was pointed out to President Carter 
who appointed a Commission of 
Foreign Languages and International 
Studies The commission set to 
work, and in October of 1979 
submitted a report to the President,

March 8, at the Elba Work Release 
Center and heard state corrections 
officials report on various needs and 
plans for the highly publicized 
department. 

Mr. Ron Sutton, South Regional 
Coordinator, told the council 
members the purpose of the council 
was to keep the public informed of 
what is actually happening in the 
Dept. of Corrections. 

The main address was given by 
Mr. John Hale, the department's 
Public Information Director, who 
stated, ‘‘Elba is one of the areas in 
the state that doesn’t really need to 
hear about its local facility, because 
the community and the Work 
Release Center already work so well 
together.” 

Hale stated two new prison 
facilities were needed immediately 
in Alabama and that by 1990 the 
prison population would double. The 
cost of the facilities would be $1.4 
billion, with $500 million a year 
needed to operate the prisons. 


housing the inmates in prison is 
$10,000 per year for each inmate, so, 
an alternative could be to shorten the 
sentence thru a restitution program. 
This would allow the prisoners to 
serve out their sentence, pay back 
the victims and also help pay for 
their housing by working. On the 
average there are 1,000 inmates at 
Work Release centers in the state 
and they pay 25 percent of their 
income back to the center. It costs 
only $6,000 a year to house an 
inmate at a center, which in itself is a 
savings.”’ 

“Another plus is the reduction in 
repeat offenders,’ added Hale. 
“Only 11 percent of the inmates 
released thru Work Release come 
back while 75 percent of prison 
inmates return.’’ 


Another kind of program 
available, according to Hale, is the 
Supervised Intensive Restitution 
program. The S.I.R. program is 
available to inmates within 3 years of
